The 132 declaration has been entered and considered, but are not sufficient to rebut the obvious rejections set forth in the prior office 
action. As discussed in the final rejections: •To overcome this rejection Applicants must illustrate the presence of unexpected benefits in 
the resulting mixture. Any combination not shown to possesses such unexpected benefits must remain properly rejected as obvious. In 
illustrating unexpected therapeutic benefits the Applicant must test ail active components individually to ensure a greater than additive 
therapeutic benefit." The declaration sumbitted August 2, 2006 merely shows that the combination of Niacin and Ezetimibe has greater 
effect than either agent alone. Such additive effect would have been expected by one of ordinary skill in the art, particularly, in view the 
fact that it is a common practice for combining different therapeutical agents for treating patient with hyperlipidemia and 
hypercholesterolemia as reasonable expectation of additive or synergistic effect. Niacin is particularly disclosed as useful with in 
combination with cholesterol absorption inhibitors. Considering the cited references as a whole, one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
view the combination of ezatimibe (a known cholesterol absorption inhibitor) and niacin as obvious since both are known as cholesterol 
lowing agents and are known to be suitable for using together (see Keller et al.). 
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
